OVER FOR A TIME 


Prem.er Asquith Announces Policy 
of His Government—Financial 
Business First. 


London, Mar. 1--The political crisis 
for the time being emced and preceed- 
ings in the Commons until after the 
Easter recess are likely to be hum. 
drum. Speculation as to what may 
happen then is premature, but it is 
pointed out that with reference to the 
date of another possible general elec- 
tion the House of Lords might hold 
up the government’s anti-veto resolu- 
tion until it has before it the gov- 
ernment's bill founded thereon, so that 
by adopting this procedureit by no 
means follows that the government 
will have brought matters to an im- 
mediate issue. The government, how- 
<ver, will probably have the advant 
age of secing the opposition’s proposals 
fr the reform of the House of Lords 
before producing its own. The ques- 
tion as to what becomes of the budget 
is now ogitating political and financial 
ecirel¢s as the financial years ends on 
March 3st. 

Financial Business First. | 


London, Feb. 28—Financial \busi- 
nese first and the question of the 
House of Lords second, was the pro- 
gram laid down by Premier Asquith 
in a statement made in the House of 
Commons this aftemmoon, in moving 
that government business have preced- 
ence at every sitting wp to March 24. 

When parliament reassembled after 
the Easter recess ,the premier said, 
the government would present peti- 
tions affirming the necessity of ex- 
cluding the House of Lords altogether 
from the domain o? finance and re- 
stricting its power of veto on other 
legislation.

The couneil chmber was crowded 19

Jos. Clarke representing 320. peti- 
tioners took up the cause for the pro- 
posed Norwood boulevard route to the 
East End park.

If the south Jasper route were built 
it would only pay a divident for a few 
months in the summer when the East 
End park was open, The Norwood 
petitioners asked that Superintendent 
Taylor's recommendation, which was

He said that he 
was disinterested and further thathe 
did not have an axe to grind. But te 
wanted to see the couneil act in the 
best interests of the city, and be 
thought that it would be inadvisable 
to ignore the scenic route along Jas- 
per east to the park, and use the in- 
cinerator route. Mr, Clegg felt that 
the idea of the citizens was to make 
the park route an attractive one and 
any person in comparing the two 
routes could only come to one conclus- 
ion. He stated that he thought o 
wooden structure over the east end 
ravine would serve the city’s purpose 
for fifteen or twenty years

In view of 
the charges made by certain members, 
and the defence of the government some 
of us had perforce to investigate the 
question for ourselves. Each member had 
to decide for himself. He referred to 
the ex-minister of public works and the 
men ber for Sturgeon without a tinge of 
bitterness, although he considered their 
action ill-advised. 

Continuing, he said the first impression 
he had received from Mr. Cushing’s ad- 
dress'on the A. & G.W. agreement was 
that the specifications applying to this 
railway were entirely different to those 
under which any other railway company 
was working. The ex-Minister of Public 
Works had since withdrawn this state- 
ment, but that was nevertheless the im- 
pression he gave the House. 

Mr. Puffer drew attention to the fact 
that in discussing the question not suf- 
ficient consideration was given to clause 
13 of the act of incorporation of the A, 
& G.W., which provided detail specifica- 
tions, and also for complete. control by 
the government. The clause read that 
the work should be subject to inspection 
of the government engineer before, dur- 
ing and after construction, This was 
the crux 4f the wholé question. These 
specifications were “in consequence iden- 
tical with those of the other railwaye 
whose bonds had been guaranteed. 

Gontrol of Location. 

The xuvernment, he maintained had 
power to control the location of the road. 
He instanced the case of the change of 
the C.N.R. line in the vicinity of Stet- 
tler, where the line originally proposed 
was to go east of Stettler nine, miles, and 
which, by the intervention of the gov- 
ernment had been changed to go through 
the town, 

He paid a tribute to the engineering 
ability of R. W. Jones, the government 
engineer, who was held to be in the front 
rank of the railway men of Canada. Mr. 
Jones had stated that there was a mus- 
keg belt running between the mountains 
and Hudson Bay, which was from 80 to 
100 miles in width. This had been cross~ 
ed by the G.T.P. west of Edmonton, and 
would have to be crossed by the A. & 
G.W. This would largely increase the 
cost of the A. & G.W. construction, Mr. 
Jones had also informed him that the 
cost of the Grand Trunk Pacific main 
line between Edmonton and Wolf Creek 
was $46,000 per mile, and that the cost 
of grading had exceeded the engineer’s 
estimates by 40 per cent. This was due 
to the muskeg work, Between Edmonton 
and Winnipeg the cost of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific had been $36,000 per mile. 
In view of these facts, and of the fact 
also that both engineers, Jones and Wad- 
dell, extended the cost of the A. & G.W. 
at more than $27,000 per mile, he did 
not think the guaranteeing of the bonds 
for $20,000 was in any way excessive. 

A Parable. 

He didn't wish to question the ex-Min- 
ister of Public Works sincerity when he 
claimed he could build the line for 
$12,000, but he would like to point out 
that in dealing in live stock with farm- 
ers, he himself, after making a buy some 
times found the member for Stettler of- 
fering the farmer a much higher price, 
simply for the purpose of making the 
farmer sore. (Laughter), 

But the people of the province were 
not disposed to annul an agreement once 
entered into, 

It was inconceivable that any road 
could be build for less than $16,000, 
$16,000 or $20,000 per mile. On C.N.R. 
between Vegreville and Calgary excava- 
tions in thirty miles were 40,000 cubic 
yards per mile, and on other sections as 
high as 100,000 cubic yards. 

Dealing with another phase of the 
question he said that to get a railway 
into the north country for colonization 
Purposes it was necessary to guarantee 
the bonds for a higher amount than for 
other railways which went through a set- 
tled country where a revanue could be 
counted on from the outset. This waa 
the reason certain sections of the rail- 
way act were nullified, namely that it 
was a colonization toad, and required 
more assistance. There was no member 
but knew that north country could sup- 
port a vast population, But in referring 
to this the Attorney General did not in- 
tend te give the impression that imme 
diate country through which the line 
was projected wae of the finest arable 
land. Ie had referred to the great fields 
beyond. 

Criticlom Not All Adverse. 

Having gone into the question and ex- 
amined jt thoreughly, he was convinced 
the agreement was a good one, 

Speaking of the sale of the bonds he 


* gaid the criticiom of the eale in various 


financial papers was by no means all ad 
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verse, The Monetary Times was quoted 
to the effect that President Clarke had 
returned from Europe with $14,000,000 ‘n 
money for railway construction. Bonds 
and stock had each been sold for half 
that amount. The bonds of course, were 
paid for ot their face value, but the 
stock--as stock sales were customarily 
made—had realized not more than 10 per 
cent. of their value. He also quoted the 
same financial journal to the effect that 
it was to be kept in mind that coloniga- 
tion roads had a greater claim on the 
charity of @ provincial government. 


The fact that the bonds at 5 per cent. 
realized only par, was due to the in- 
clusion of the redemption clause, which 
made the bonds redeemable at the end 
of 10 years, and it was a well known fact 
short term bonds did not rénlize as good 
a price as long term. 

After having gone thoroughly into the 
question he didn’t purpose flying at the 
throat of the government because of 
some criticism was offered of the agree 
nent. He didn’t believe the government 
would ever be called upon to pay the 5 
per cent, interest on the bonds, Great 
financial interests had been attracted to 
the project, and it was certain much 
more than $20,000 per mile would be put 
into the railway, and he believed that 
within three or four years the people of 
this province would find tf roa® amply 
justified. 

Mr. Puffer continued to speak until 
the Speaker left the chair at 6 o'clock. 

The Evening Session 

W. F. Puffer resumed his address 
when the house sat shortly after eight 
o’clock, The exceptions in the A. 
and @. W., he said, were found in 
every similar case where a mortgage 
was given as security in return for 
teilway bonds guarantee. The same 
applied to the exceptions with regard 
to the terminals. It was peculiar to 
hear criticisms of the Alberta gov- 
ernment for what all other govern- 
ments had done in similar circum- 
stances. eft ; 

He took up the cost of constructing 
the Crows Nest railway, upon which 
the A. and G. W. railway was mod- 
elled, showing that labor then was 
cheaper and material could be secur- 
ed at much less lost. The same ap- 
plied to the C. and E, Taking into 
consideration the cost of construction 
of the latter the province would be 
doing well if they could get a railway 
built to Fort McMurray for $30,000 
or even $35,000 a mile. 

It had often been said that it was 
impossible to make a perfectly legal 
document. He hald the opinion that 
if it could be shown that the govern- 
ment were guilty of any dishonesty, 
they should be turned out. But why 
take an’ action that should injure the 
credit of the province by adopting 
such a_ resolution as is before the 
house. He had gone carefully into 
this question and had formed strong 
opinions that the bargain was a go 
one, but still it any dishonesty was 
shown by was prepared to vote 
against the government and assist in 
turning them out. 

Other Governments Also Censured 

He could not remember. any rail- 
way agreement where the government 
who mad the agreement was not se- 
vereiy censured. He firmly believed 
this: agreement was wst aa good as 
any other agreement made with any 
other railway, The criticisms of this

Review of Conditions. 
To continue, Mr. Speaker, 
what was the condition of affairs tn | 
connection with this province at that | 
time? Take the northern part of the | 
province, with which I am perhaps 
more familiar than the other portions 
(I trust the members of this legisla- 
ture, and the southern members 10 
particular will pardon me if I refer 
more particularly to my own city and 
the northern country at the present 
moment), and see what was the con- 
dition of affairs in connection with 
transportation matters here. We had 
the C.N.R. running from Lloydmin- 
ster to Edmonton, and the C. & F, 
running from Calgary to Edmonton 
These were the Only railways that we 
had at this time. Thousands and 
thousands of people were coming in‘o 
the country to settle on the land, and 
still we had plenty of free land un- 
occupied. While we were advertising 
in wll parts of the world for people 
to come there and join in the develop- 
ment of this great country, and while 
we had plenty of free lands we could 
not get the settlers on the land be- 
cause of the lack of railway facilities. 
When a man came to Edmonton or 
any northern part of the province, 
what was the conditions which he 
faced if he wished to find a free home 
stead. He had to go, not fifty, not 
sixty, not even seventy miles out, but 
100 miles from this city in order to 
get a free homestead. and travel that 
distance without railway avsistanes. 
Were we as a government to allow 
that condition of affairs to éxist any 
longer than we had to, or any. longer 
than we did, 
Southern Alberta Suffered. 
That was the condition of affairs 
in this great northern part of Alberta. 
Thousands and thousands of iree acres 
of homestead land; the Dominion gov- 
ernment spending thousands of dol- 
jars to bring people to this country, 
and when they came they had to go 
away again because of the lack of raul- 
way facilities. ‘Sir! What was the 
position of affairs in southern Alber- 
ta? In that part of the country for 
three years previously they ‘had been 
growing tremendous crops, and I as a 
member of the legislature and a citi- 
zen of Edmenton must say | was de- 
lighted, as*everyone in the northern 
part was delighted, to see the excel- 
lent crops these people were having 
during those years, While their gran- 
aries were filled, their elevators were 
filled, there were no cars in that coun- 
try to haul out the wheat. The re- 
sult was that agricultural business 
was being sacrificed because of the 
lack of railway ‘facilities. My friend,

Gentlemen, we as a government led 
by the premier of this provinee went 


in March 1908, and if ever there was 
an issue presented to any people of | 
any country or province, that issue 
of railways was put before the people 
in most unmistakable terms. They 
were asked to send you to the !: gis- 
lature because you believed in the 
Rutherford administration and une 
Rutherford policy in connection. with 
railways. I stood on platforms in 
this province, and in the city of Ead- 
monton with my friend, the co-mem- 
ber for this city (Mr. McDougall) and 
we said to the people of Edmonton 
that if the railway poliey of the gov 
ernment was carried out, in five years 
time, it would not be a city of 24,900 
or 25,000 people, but a city of 75,000 
people, and we said not only that, but 
that in five years time this provinces 
would have a million people instead 
of the paltry 309,000 we ave ut ne 
present time, And I for one am just | 
as firmly convinced as I was at the | 
time we made these statements, twat 
this prediction will come true if our 
railway policy is carried out, as t 
know it will be, by the Rutherford ad- 
ministration. (Applause.) 


‘ Mineral Wealth of North. 

How, Mr. Speaker, let me again re- 
fer for a short time to this northern 
part of the province, and I want to say 
here that I believe the members irom | 
the southern part of the province are 
just as much interested; have just 
as much good jaith; have just as much 
desire ,that this country should ad- 
vance as we have who live here. And 
they will, I am sure, excuse me if I 
refer briefly to that part of the coun 
try, and speak in connection with 11. 
North of the city of Edmonton, after 
you get a hundred miles from here, 
there are practically no homesteads 
taken, all that area of land is practi- 
cally open for homesteading. Tho 
odd and even numbered sections of 
that country are both open. The (. 
P.R., as you all know own a great 
part of this province; own very Jarge 
tracts of it, and until their land vas 
sold. development was naturally re- 
tarded, But in this northern part, in 
the part: through which the Alberta 
and Great Waterways railway goes 
all the Jand is open for homesteading, 
There are no odd and even numbered 
sections as far as homesteads are con- 
cerned, A man can homestead upon 
either an odd or an even numbered 
section a» he sees fit. The result of 
that is, that on the opening up of this 
vast country there will be a rush to 
it, such as we have never seen in this 
province before, if I am not very, very 
much mistaken, Some people have 
been in the habit of attempting to 
depreciate the mineral possibilities otf | 
this northern country. I want to say 
that I have lived here a number of 
yeurs, and T have had absolute proof 
of the mineral wealth of thyt country. 
There is oil and gas, and there is as- 
phalt enough to supply the whole of 
the Dominion of Canada, The oil

lived there many years. 
A New Empire. 

Let me .deal very shortly with «e¢ 
country which this railway will tap 
when it reaches Fort McMurray.

reaches, and will open up practically 
a new province; a new empire. I be- 
lieve as oneyof the members of this 
legislature said to me the oter day, 
that not only is the undertaking an 
undertaking of vast benefit to the pro- 
vinee, of great provincin! importance, 
but adso of great national inyportance. 
We, who have lived in Canada for 
years; we. who were born in Canada, 
remember the days when the people ot 
the United States reterred to Canada 
as a narrow strip-of country lying to 
the north of their boundary.

You know under the 
Autonomy Act as our population 
grows we get more revenue and the 
revenue continues to grow as our 
population grows, and by the time 
this province reaches a population of 
2,500,000 souls the subsidy will have 
reached the sum of $3,770,000 from ine 
Dominion government, so you see the 
quicker we get the province settled up 
the sooner we “will be gettihg a larger 
revenue to Manager the affairs of the 
province. lt seems to me the govern- 
ment would not be doing its duty if we 
did not offer these people who are do- 
ing the pioneer work of that country 
some relief in the way of transporta- 
tion. It is all very well to talk 
about no people, no timber or minerals 
and pledging the credit of the  pro- 
vinee, because we know there are not 
only people, but vast mineral and 
forest resources in that country. 

(Applause.) 

It is the duty of the government to 
look after the interests of the people 
of this province no matter where they 
live, whether north, south, east o1 
west. and [ em getting tired of hear- 
ing this talk of north and south, for 
the south is able to take care of itself 
as far as | know, and IT know the 
south pretty well. 

The south has been treated fairly by 
the government, and there is not an- 
other place outside of Oalgary that 
raises this foolish cry or eomplains | 
that the government has not been fair 


re-

to the south; and while a great deal 
hes been done and a great deal of 
money has been spent and a great 
deal of money is going to be spent 


in the years to come, yet we are 
charged today in this city with not 
having done what we ought to have 


done for that city. 

Mr. Bennett: Oh, that must have 
been a sermon delivered in that 
church. (Laughter.) 

Mr, Cross; It was, and I may = say 
that IT am of good Scotch Presbyterian 
stock and have been always taught to 
regard what the preacher said as 
truth, and I will say that I do believe 
all that this sermon contains, (Laugh- 
ter.) 

I say those words of the ex-minister 
of public works absolutely justify 
every action of the Alberta govern- 
ment in connection with its railway 
policy and especially, Mr. Speaker, in 
connection with the Alberta and 
Great Waterways Railway. (Renewed 
applause.) 


Will Cost $30,000 Per Mile. 


Now, sir, he referred very shortly to 
the cost of this road. I have travel- 
led myself by trail from Edmonton to 
Lac La Biche, and I have travelled in 
other parts of this province where 
railroads have been built, of which I 
know the cost, and I have been in- 
formed by Mr. Chamberlin. manager “f 
the G.T.P., that a railroad running 
over a prairie country from Tofie:d to 
Camrose cost them over $20,000 per 
mile. And I don’t need to be an 
expert engineer, I don’t need to be an 
engineer of railronds, but only to be 
an ordinary man, as other men in this 
House, to go through the ountry from 
Tofield to Camrose and say that if 
that road cost over $20,000 a mile the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Rail-) 
way will cost $30,000 a mile. When 
you get north of Edmonton you get 
into a rougher country and between 
here and Lac La Biche I had no ques- 
tion in my mind but that it will cost 
the company in the neighborhood of 
$30,000 a mile to build their line. The 
premier gave a statement of Mr. 
Jones, our government engineer, and 
i want to say in connection with Mr. 
Jones that he stands among the high- 
est engineers in the Dominioa of Can- 
ada. He worked for the G.T.P. and 
had a much higher salary from them 
than he receives from us today, but 
the compeny desired to move him to 
Eastern Canada, and he did not wish 
to leave this part of the country, and 
it is for this reason he is working for 
the provincial government, and not 
for the G.T.P., today. And when Mr. 
Jones gives us the cost at 291% a 
mile, he knows what he is talking 
about. There is no man in _ this 
country knows better what it will cost 
to build a railroad than Mr. Jones. | 
don't intend to speak of that country | 
but with regard to -muskegs alone. ; 
Practical men tell me that muskegs 
are worse than rock, and apt to. be 
very expensive to Overcome, 80 that 
railway men building in that country 
are likely to have many difficulties 
that will not be encountered in ordi- 
nary railway ‘building. The premier 
showed you today how the Great 
Waterways Railway are building bet- 
ter than their specifications. There 
is no reason to question that state- 
ment. There is no reason for the 
hon. member for Sturgeon to quesiion 
that statement, 

Experience in Payments. 
Now let me come to the point raised 


by the honorable member for Stur- 
geon in regard to paying out this 
money. The government has this 


$7,400,000 to the credit of the prov n- 
cial treasurer, and do not require to 
pay out one cent unless they see fit, 
and I want to say to the honorable 
member for Sturgeon (Mr, Boyle) that 
the government hes already had some 
practical experience in dealing with 
railway comanies in this regard. The 
G.T.P. have built a line of railroad 
from their main line at Tofield to Cam 
rose, and further on, end they came 
to the government and asked to be 
given an advance from the Monies 1p 
the banks to the credit of the govern- 
ment, What did the government do? 
Do we turn up the guarantee of the 
G.T.P. railway? Do we turn up te 
agreement with the Grand Trunk Paci 
fic Railway and give them dollar for 
dollar, the money to which they are 
entitled. No, we say how much 
money have you put in the road, How

much money have you spent Where 
are your documents and receipts 
showing what the road cost you? and 
after we have that iuformation, our 
government engineer goes into it, 
and then inspects the road, and then 
only payment is made, And what is 
the payment? The G.T.P. got from 
us something like $200,000, but I want 
to tell you when they got that ameunt 
they had nearly $500,000 put down ‘n 
that road. ‘So that we have not got 
to give out the money as they see fit, 
and I say, as a member of the goverh- 
ment, that not a doller will go out 
of that mgney to the Great Weterways 
Railway Company until we are sa@tis- 
fied that dollar for dollar has been 
put in the railway>~ Now, let me 
come more especially to the motion 
which was made by the honorable 
member for Sturgeon in this House, 
and | want to say to the members of 
the House that I believe there is no 
member in this House who has not 
during the last few weeks shown 4 
sincere desire to understand these 
agreements, these specifications, and 
the contracts wich have been made 
with the railway company. And our 
desire has been, is now, and will be 


in the future, thet there shall be a 
full and frank discussion on these 
matters as possible, and I am = not 


questioning the sincerity of any mem- 
ber in that respect. The government 
do not claim, as a government, that 
we are always right. but what we do 
claim is this, and we claim it firmly, 
that the closest possible attention was 
given to the matter of making the 
agreements with the company, that 
the best legal advice obtainable’ was 
obtained, and that everything done in 
connection with this matter was done 
for the welfare of the citizens of the 
whole province. But when an attack 
of the nature which we have before us

in this resolution comes, it is time to 
take thought and ask ourselves seri- 
ously whet it means, no. only to us as 
a legislature, not only to the govern- 
nent, not only to political parties, but 
to the people of this province, if a re- 
solution of this kind shall be carried 
in this legislature, and I don't believe 
it will be, but if it should even be 
supported by a number of members— 
and J believe myself, and I would be 
sorry to believe othewise, that the 
junior member for Caigary will vote 
with the government on this question, 
He is a man who has, I hope, too 
great a love for the credit and fair 
name of this province to vote for a 
resolution of the kind as submitted by 
the honorable member for Sturgeon 
(Mr.. Boyle). 

Mr. Bennett; Thanks. (Laughter.) 

Disastrous to Province’s Credit. 

Mr. Cross: IT am speaking sincerely 
when I say I) believe I can show him 
good reasons for making that state- 
ment. I can understand him voting 
against the government, and voting 
that the government had done wrong, 
but I cannot understand him voting 
for a resolution of the kind the honor- 
able member for Sturgeon has intro- 
duced. Nothing could do more harm 
to the fair name and the credit of this 
province. Let me read the last part 
of the resolution, and. sir, this is the 
part which I think even the junior 
member for Calgary should hesitate 
about before voting in favor of it. 

“And further resolved, that as the 
distance between Edmonton and Fort 
MeMurray is not 360 miles, but is 
only, in direct line, 220 miles, there 
should be set aside out of the said 
sum of $7,400,000 a sufficient sum for 
the purpose of constructing said rail- 
way from Edmonton to Fort McMur- 
ray in a first-class manner, and by 
whatever route will best serve the in- 
terests of the railway and present as 
well as possible future settlement, and 
the balance of the said sum of $7,400,- 
000 should be used for constructing a 
railway or railways in whatever por- 
tion. of this province the  legisianture 
may determine.” 

Now what does that mean? As far 
as 120 miles of this railroad are con- 
cerned, as far as some $2,400,000 are 
concerned, it means that this legisla- 
ture: men sitting as sane, sensible 
members of the legislature, would ab- 
solutely and ruthléssly confiscxte that 
sum of money whicli does not belong 
to us, but which is held in trust by 
us for investors. I say it is a ter- 
rible thing to think of. IT can under- 
stand a vote of want of confidence. I 
can understand the junior member for 
Calgary saying we ure a bad goverh- 
ment and saying we should be put 
out of business, butU cannot believe 
that he would be a party with the 
honorable member tor Sturgeon in 
bringing in such-a motion, and voting 
tor it. 

Mr. Boyle: Might I ask | whose 
money we would be confiscating? 


Bondholders’ Money. 


Mr. Cross: I say ig would be the 
money of the bondholders, because 
they have invested their money for 


the purpose of building 350 mies of 
railway; they put up ‘their money for 
that purpose, and I-say a motion of 
this character hes never been pissed 
by any constitutional government 1 
any part of the British Empire, and 
it would be a disgrace and a shame 
if it should happen in this young pro 
vince of Alberta, because without any 
question it would ruin the credit of 
every bond in Aiberta today. (Ap- 
plause.)

Obtained for Definite Purpose. 
Mr. Cross: Granting for argument 
what you say is true, this amount. ot 
37,400,000 wes obtained for the pur- 
pose of imilding a definite and de- 
aed project, such as that as has been 
undertaken; such es is set out in the 
Act of Incorporation in the legisiation 
«{ this province, 350 miles of rail- 
rads to be built in a certain way, and 
a certain direction, and this legie- 
lature by this resolution would come 
siong and say we will take the money 
away from that purpose, and put *! 
m another railroad in another part 
uf the country. Now I submit that 
such a motion, if cartied, would do 
very grevious harm to this provinee. 
The provinesa of Britith Columbia for 
a great many yeers had a good deal of 
trouble in connection with their gov- 
ernment, and as a resull of their fre 
quent change of governmev's aud the 
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condition of public affairs in that res- 
pect. the credit of their country -ul- 
fed, and I say that if a resutien

1 gislature, it would ‘be the worst t. 4 
tiat could possibly happen to the pty 
vice of Alberta, and I say thir woah 


ali due consideration, T do thing what 
a good deal of this criticism which has 
been made by the honorable member 
for Sturgeon in connection with this 
company could very well have been 
left over until next year, when the 
company diad ample opportunity cf 
building. He has spoken at great 
length in connection with the delay n 
building, and said that the govern- 
ment should not have guaranteed the 
bonds if they were not ready to build 
immediately. I am very sorry indeed 
that more road was not built cis 
summer, but I say to him that gov- 
ernments can not always have every- 
thing their own way, and we cannot 
have everything to suit us. The Dom. 
inion government in 1908 guaranteed 
the Edmonton, Yukon and Pacitic 
road at $25,000 a mile, and it is not 
built today. So I do not think any- 
one can claim that we have been too 
negligent in that respect. Now let 
me come to clause 20. which is the 
clause wpon which the member for 
Sturgeon bases his contention that tae 
government have the power to take 
over this railroad, and [ hope possib- 
ly to convince him. although Sir, I 
am beginning to give up hope of ever 
being able to convince him of any- 
thing, that the government have no 
power under that legislation to take 
ever the reilroads at the present time. 
The cleuse of the Act reads as follows: 

20. “The government shall have the 
option of purchasing the entire un- 
dertaking of the company, including 
all rights, franchises, powers, real 
and personal property connected with 
the said railway at any time for the 
then fair value thereof as a going 
concern, such option however, not be 
assignable by the government.” 

May Purchase Railway. 

In other words when this railroad 
is completed and is a going concern, if 
the people of this province saw fit they 
could purchase and take over this 
railroed. The contention of the hon- 
orable member for Sturgeon has plain- 
ty deen that it is not a going concern, 
and yet he wants to confiscate it at 
the present time. : 

Now, Sir, I want to come back .o 
this matter of specifications. for ! 
think I will be able to show partially 
why the ex-minister of public works 
beceme confused about this question. 
He said that his deputy minister had 
filed certain specifications, and he had 
sent these specifications to the pre- 
mier and urged them on his atten- 
tion. Now those specfications are 
what is ealled the minute specifica- 
tions im connection with the building 
of a railwey, and deal with matters 
which are dealt with by railway com- 


panies in treating with contractors. 
IT have no quarrel with what Mr. 
Chalmers or Mr. S.ocks said in this 


regard, but I want to say that that 
is where the minister of public works 
confused himself. He was confused 
in his own mind between the general 
specifications, which are the kind the 
government adopted by order in coun- 
cil, and the minute specifications 
which the company had brought down 
within the last few days, and upon 
which we have the opinion of our 
engineer, Mr. Jones, that these speci- 
fications in connection with the min- 
ute works are better than the speci- 
fications which the ex-minister of 
public works recommended to the pre- 
mier of this province, 

Mr .Cushing: Where are they? When 
did you see them 

Mr. Cross: We have them here. We 
got them a few days ago; and why 
should we not’ 1 say to the ex-min- 
ister of public works that he shauid 
have read the legislation better, 
Section 13 of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways act says: 

Section Thirteen 

Section 13. "The location, grades, 
the widths and slopes of cuttings and 
embankments, the plans of bridges, 
culverts, buildings and other strue- 
tures, the weight end section of iron 
rails, and other details of the proposed 
construction of the reilway mentioned, 
shall be subject to inspection and ap- 
proval by the government engineer 
before the commencement of the works 
as well as after completion.” 

That section does not refer to the 
general epecitications It refers to 
the minute specifications, which are 
a different proposition entirely and 
which the ex-minister of public works 
has confused with the general speci- 
fications. He was ‘bringing to the pre- 
miecr the minute specifications which 
are required by section 13, and he 
confused these in his own mind with 
the general specificetions, which were 
adopted by the government, and 
which were the seme as were adopted 
by the Canadian Northern. I say +t 
is a matter of regret that the ex-min- 
ister of public works did not under- 
stand the legislation which he, as a 
member of the government had pass- 
ed, Section 13 says that as to these 
minute works they shall be subject 
to the inspection of the government 
engineer before the commencement 
of the works, and they are being in- 
spectad by our government engineer 
today, and he says they are better 
epecitications than those that the 
honorable ex-minister of public works 
railroad engineers brought down. I 


think I have made myself clear on 
that point and [ think there is no 
answer to that argument. I think 


that the premier dealt at full with the 
draft agreement enclosed in Mr. Cush- 
ing’s letter, so 1 will not attempt to 
discuss that matter. Now Mr. Speak- 
er, I want to say that it wae a mat- 
ter of personal regret to me that the 
honorable the ex-minister of public 
works (Mr. Cushing) today in this 
House, made rather an insinuating 
statement regarding myself and when 
he begite to compare me with a bird 
of prey, | want to say to him and 
aay it to his face, that | em not afraid 
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to compare my character with his ‘n 
any shape or form. I want to say to 
him that my henor and my good name 
is just as sac to me as is that of 
any man in this House. and I want 
further to say to him, Sir, that if he 
has any charge of any kind.in con- 
nection with the administration of the 
affairs of this country to make against 
me, I ask him to do it as a man, and 
not to make insinuations of the char- 
acter which he has. I don’t intend to 
dea] with the ex-minister of public 
works, but I cnn assure the members 
of this house that if there comes any 
occesion for so doing I am prepared 
to deal with him, and deal with him 
blow for blow. 

Mr. Bennett: Is that a threat? 

Mr. Cross: Not at all, just a mild 
suggestion. 

Mr. Cross continuing: The ex-min- 
ister of public works stated that the 
first he heard of the premier’s tak'ng 
over the affairs in connection with 
railways in the province into his own 
hands, was when he heerd it in the 
legislature. 1 want to say to him, Sir, 
that the premier of this province an- 
nounced it at an interview at whieca 
he was present, or at least it was at 
# council meeting where it was sug- 
gested that the premier should make 
m announcement as -to the railway 
rlicy of the administration, and that 
policy was to’ be taken charge of by 


the premier’s department. He says 
he did not see it until he saw at 
in the papers two days before 


the end of last session, and I say that he 
saw it in the papers three weeks before 
that time, He said today that the first 
intimation he got was when the Statute 
Law Amendment Act was brought down, 
whereas it was in the public newspapers 
some two or three weeks before that date. 

In regard to another matter he made a 
statement, and if his statement in this 
respect is to be considered as showing his 
knowledge on railway matters, well and 
good. The honorable gentleman criti- 
cised the specifications because he said 
that the minimum curvature was to be 
6 degrees. Am I correct in that? (turning 
to Mr, Cushing). Because T do not wish 
to misquote. Did he say that the mini- 
mum curvature was to be 6 degrees un- 
der the specifications? He did say that 
the minimum curvature was to be 6 de- 
grees, If this may be taken as a good 
example of the rest of his criti¢’sm it is 
absolutely valueless, Of course anyone 
would see by the specifications that what 
was really said was this. 

Mr, Bennett—The maximum curvature 
was what he should have said. 

Mr. Cross--Oh! yes. 1 ain quite sure 
that the ex-Minister of Public Works 
needed a little expert railway assistance 
from tWe junior member for Calgary. 

As to Government Ownership. 


How, Mr. Speaker, the question of gov- 
ernment ownership is one I don't wish to 
deal with at great length tonight. I 
don't think the government of this pro- 
vince or the legislature will etand for 
government ownership as outlined by the 
resolution of the honorable member for 
Sturgeon. During the last legislature I 
think the policy of guaranteeing the 
bonds of railway companies, and allow- 
ing private ownership ‘by railway com- 
panies was adopted. We were the first 
government in Canada to go in for pub- 
lic ownership of telephones. We have 
already government creameries and there 
is some talk about a government pork 
packing plant. Something has been said 
to the effect that we exceeded our pow- 
ers in connection, with the arrangements 
of the Great Waterways railway, I say on 
the part of the government that there 
was nothing done by the government 
since the legislation of last seasion that 
we were not justified in doing, had not 
the power to do; had not the right to do, 
and that we did not do, in the public ‘n- 
ferests in connection with that legisla- 
tion. I wish to say to the member for 
Sturgeon (Mr. Boyle) who I don't think 
will dispute it that fn his own constitu- 
ency the people welcome the coming of 
the Great Waterways railway, and T 
think it was largely due to our policy m 
that regard that the honorable member 
for Sturgeon was honored with an elec- 
tion in that constituency by acclamation 
at the time of the last election. He 
fought hard for the government, and I 
helieve fought believing that the policy 
of the government was right in connec 
tion with all mattesr brought to his at- 
tention, 

Now | want to say in connection with 
the resignation of the Minister of Pub- 
lie Works that while he has today said 
a good deal about his differences of opin- 
tion he never at any time honored me 
with any intormation which would show 
that he was not at one with the govern- 
ment in connection with this railway 
legislation, and with everything that was 
done, I was pres¢nt at a cabinet meet- 
ing at which he wos present, and as the 
Premier said at which the Orders in 
Council were passed, and IT was not 
aware of any dissatisfaction on his part 
until he resigned his seat. From the 
7th of October until the day he went out 
of the government, there was no {nfima- 
tion to the government/that he was not 
at one with us. He sat day by day with 
us in the council, without saying one 
word about his dissatisfaction 


Mr. Bennett—What took place in 
meetings of Council should not be di- 
vulged. 

Mr. Cross—I agree with the junior 


member for Calgary entirely, but | am 
sorry to say that a gentleman who has 
been a member of the Council has not 
observed the same rule, I eay, sir, that 
day by day in the Council the ex-Min- 
ister of Public Works sat with us pre- 
paring legislation for the session, and he 
gave no intimation that he was not at 
one with the government, until the eve 
of this session. 
A Suspicious Mind. 

Now let me take up very ehortly some 
of the matters which the honorable mem- 
ber for Sturgeon referred to, He seems 
to have a mind of a very suspicions char- 
acter, and full of deep mystery. If the 
Premier wrote a letter to anybody and 
a copy of it was found on the file of my 
department, something was wrong. There 
was something very mysterious about it. 
! peter to Mr. Clarke’s letter. Nothing 
was wrong with if, but that a copy was 
found on my file. Now, | offer you a} 


sugestion which I think is the true ex | 
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planation, that my deputy revised the es 
ter to Mr. Clarke before it was sent, an@ 
the copy was naturally Tt on the && 
of my department. 1 had not seen th 
file myself, 

The Premier—Why, you will find quite 
a few communications from my Depart- 
ment in the files of the Public Works 
Department. 

Mr. Cross—I want to point out to the 
members of thie house, to the honorable 
member for Sturgeon, and to the ex-Min- 
ister of Public Works, that the ex-Min- 
ister of Public Works knew about that 
letter to Mr, Clarke, ‘That the letter was 
shown to him by the Premier. I want to 
state further that when the negotiations 
were opened with the company at first 
the Minister of Public Works was Min- 
ister of Railways in this Government, 
and it was not until after the Statute 
Law Amendment Law was passed that 
he gave up that office and it was taken 
over by the Premier, 

Mr. Cushing—-How much did he have 
to do with the negotiations. 

Mr. Cross—I say, he the ex-Minister of 
Public Works had everything to do with 
them then. For two days Dr. Waddell! 
and his engineers threshed out that mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Cushing—I say the Minister of 
Pubiic Works had nothing to do with it. 

Mr. Cross—And I say he was Minister 
of Railways at that time and had every- 
thing to do with it, and for two days bis 
engineers threshed out that matter with 
Dr. Waddell. 


Mr. Cushing—I never saw the letter 
until T saw it here. 
His Enthusiasm Cools. 
Mr. Cross—Possibly another peculiar 


lapse of memory. 

Mr. Cross continuing—The honorable 
member for Sturgeon has great faith in 
the part of the country south of Lac La 
Biche, I believe he has almost as much 
faith in it as I hav, but I want to point 
out to you that south of Lac La Biche is 
the part of the country that he repre- 
sents, and when he gets further north, 
and he gets into the constituency of the 
honorable member for Athabasca, his en- 
thusiasm cools off. I see nothing to be 
criticised in connection with the fact 
of the Bill of Incorporation being intro- 
duced into the legislature by the Prem- 
ier of thie Province. T suppose members 
of the government do not usually intro- 
duce private bills, yet I think I have 
introduced private bills, and I think 
every member of the government has 
geon has tried to make a good deal out of 
geon has tried to makea good dealout of 
a telegram sent by the Deputy Attorney 
Gencral asking who their company were. 
I can tell you the facts about that tele- 
gram. A question was asked in the 
House. I asked Mr. Woods to answer it, 
and he did so. Then I said to him in 
order to verify your answer, you had 
better wire Mr. Minty and accordingly 
he wired for a verification. Those are 
the mysterious facts about that matter 
The honorable member for Sturgeon says 
why did we guarantee the bonds of the 
whole 350 miles, I will tell him why, 
we were anxious to have that railroad 
built and completed at once, M7@ the 
company had four years in which to 
build, and if they were going to take 
that four years time, we certainly would 
not have guaranteed allt heir bonds, but 
they said they were ready to go on, and 
build the whole railway immediately, .o 
we guaranteed for the full amount, and 
as a result the railway will be built, 
much within the original time suggested, 
and probably within two years.

SUIT FOR DAMAGES 
OVER INCINERATOR 


John Repineki Claims $2,000 From 
City for inconvenience Occasion- 
ed by Incinerator Nuisance in 


Norwood—Defendants Deny t 
is a Nuisance, apd if it Has Been 
it Was a Public Nuisance. 


The incinerator is to stand trial in 
the Supreme court. The protests of 
Norwood citizens against the garbage 
machine located in their midst, have 
come to a head in an action brought 
against the city of Edmonton by John 
Repinski, laborer and owner of lot 9, 
block 8%, New Norwood. Repinski 
claims an injunction, $2,000 damages 
and costs. In his statement of claim 
he says that his dwelling house during 
the last twelve months has been ren- 
dered unhealthy and unfit for habi- 
tation, by smells, fumes, vapours and 
gases which arose fro mthe premises 
owned by the city on which the incin- 
erator is situated, and spread and 
diffused themselves over his land, im- 
pregnating and corrupting the air. 

Emit Unwholesome Smoke. 

He also avers that fo rthe last 
twelve months the defendants “have 
wrongfully caused to issue and emit 
from the said premises known as the 
incinerators, sparks, cinders and un- 
wholesome smoke, rendering the said 
dwelling house of the plaintiff unsafe 
and unfit to live in.” 

An open sewer on the premises of 
the defendants is alleged to be a fur- 
ther source of pestelential vapors. 

On the ground that the defendant, 
unless restrained. intends to continue 
the threatening nuisance, the plain- 
tiff claims an injunction, , 

Deny the Nuisance. 

The defendants deny that the incin- 
erator was a nuisence and claim that 
if ever there was a nuisance it has 
been abated. If the incinerator was 
a nuisance it was « public nuisance, 
and the plaintiff suffered no special 
damage beyond that sustained by 
other premises affected. The inein- 
erator, the defendants claim, is the 
most approved method for the des- 
truction of gerbage, and hes been car- 
ried on and maintained in a proper 
and careful manner. If any disecom- 
fort has arisen to the plaintiff it has 
been only at Jong intervals and then 
only for a short time, the defendants 
at all times carrying on the work in 
@ proper and careful manner remedy- 
ing any inconvenience that might 
arise, with due «peed. 

Denies it is Modern, 

The plaintiffvin :e9.y denies that 
the incinerator referred to is the most 
aproved method ior the deertuction of 
garbage, and further denies that it 
has been carried on in proper and 
careful manner and that the defendant 
has done anythitg towards remedying 
the invoncenience arising to the 
Plaintiff. "
